0. Stan Johnston, employee of MacDonald A Wilson Lim¬ 
ited, who wai itated at the inqueit to have filled the order 
of materiali for the baking powder, will be charged with man- 
slaughter, the Attorney-General Mid. 

MacDonald H Wilson Limited th« 
company, will be prosecuted on A 
charge of criminal negligence. 

The police do not know the where¬ 
abouts of Johnston at present, but a 
warrant for his arrest will be Issued. 

Actlbn by the Attorney -Oeneral fol¬ 
lowed s review of evidence in the 
case taken at the Inquest. 

Instructions have been forwarded 
to Vancouver to have the informations 
laid. 

The verdict of the Jury in the case 
was: 

"We. the jury, find that Mrs. H- 
wood Dunbar came to her death on 
January 14 at 3 a m. In her home on 
Auguste Avenue. North Burnaby, aa 
a result of poison sodium fluosilicate. 
which was contained in baking pow¬ 
der in a Plenty-for-All Product. 

"That this baking powder was used 
in making biscuits and that her death 
resulted from the effects after aha 
had eaten these biscuits on January

U.S. President, Celebrating 
Election Victory, Appeals 
For Immediate Passage 
of Judicial Reorganization 
Measure So Social 
Changes Will Not Be 
Delayed_

Washington. March 6. — President 
Roosevelt yesterday evening cele¬ 
brated hie election triumph with a 
new call to battle, a vigorous appeal 
for passage of his court reorganisa¬ 
tion bill to girt the nation a clear 
"knowledge of what powers It hat to 
aerve Its own cltlsens." 

While a big hotel ballroom packed 
with top-ranking Democrats ap¬ 
plauded every thrust, he turned the 
rapier of, hla famed eloquence on the 
Supreme Court and called for im¬ 
mediate action to end the deadlock 
between hla administration and the 
Judiciary. 

He accused the court's conservative 
wing of letting It® economic beliefs 
gove r n its Judicial opinions, and as¬ 
serted that by denying both state 
and federal governments authority to 
deal with social problems. It had 
produced a "no man's land of final 
futility.- •

The United Front parties have left the 
official* Labor Party far behind in their veer 
to the Left, and they regard much of the Trade 
Union policy as hopelessly conservative, "bour¬ 
geois" and “capitalist." They claim to be the 
only true Socialists and demand the advent of 
Socialism in the present generation. Many of 
the official Labor leaders, on the other hand, 
pin their faith to the theory of gradual evolution 
to the "perfect Socialist State.” 

The Liberal Party’s reply to the Popular 
Front proposal is in the form of a letter to Mr. 
Aldous Huxley, the famous author and leader 
of the ‘Tor Intellectual Liberty” Group. Fail¬ 
ing an agreement on a programme of practical 
reform and a system of proportional representa¬ 
tion. the letter says, a "deal” about seats is the 
only way of realising the Popular Front. 
"Liberals are not prepared to accept dictation." 
it goes on, “and any attempt to negotiate such 
a pact would invite the charge of ‘gerryman¬ 
dering.’ increase the suspicion of politicians and 
play into the hands of Fascists and others who 
are so busily trying to discredit parliamentary 
government.” 

The letter begins with an expression of 
“warm sympathy” with the motives prompting 
the appeal made last October for the formation 
of a United Front, which bore the signatures 
of a number of well-known people. These m- 
cluded Dr. Barnes, Bishop of Birmingham: 
Lord Horder. the King’s physician: Sir Nor¬ 
man Angel), the famous economist; Mr- Aldous 
Huxley and his brother. Professor Julian Hux¬ 
ley. and Mr. J. B. Priestley, the novelist 

"We propose.” the Liberal letter adds, "that 
all. irrespective of party attachments, who 
genuinely believe in the League system, 
should join m mobilising opinion to compel the 
government to give a lead m lowering trade 
barriers, in providing effective means for the 
examination and redress of international griev¬ 
ances, in making collective security—so vital 
to our own defence—a reality, and in pro¬ 
moting the limitation and reduction of arma¬ 
ments.

1 the air last night President Roosevelt made 
it quite clear that he intends hie bill to reor¬ 
ganize the Supreme Court of the United States 
will, and must, go through. His address was 
descried as a new call to battle, a suggestion 
to the nation that it has “a clear knowledge of 
what powers it has to serve its own citizens.’’ 

Mr. Roosevelt has the fortunate capacity 
of being able to speak to the man in the street 
in terms easily understandable.

A former President of the United States, 
of course, was not as fortunate in the material 
sense; but he did succeed in that tense. Yet in his 
political makeup there did not seem room for 
an understanding of the plight of the "forgotten* 
man.” And as he sits in the cool shades of 
political oblivion he may perhaps be speculating 
on tha wisdom of his political course. Indeed, 
he may be pondering over the suggestion that 
he. Herbert Hoover, is the real "forgotten man” 
in those United States on the south of us. 

This week-end President Roosevelt wOl 
welcome to the While House at Washington 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King of Canada. 
We do not know, and perhaps we may not be 
permitted to know, what they will talk about. 
It can be taken for granted, however, that their 
conversation will be one having for its main 
theme the mtereats of the average man and 
woman in the street.

The repeal of 
Protectionism In the United States 
would make America much greater 
and would have vastly better and. as 
things are now. more beneficent re¬ 
sult* the world over. The stimulus 
to production and exchange reaultii* 
from such a release can hardly be 
Imagined. It would inctantly quicken 
the pulse of commerce everywhere. 
It would be a world-shaking event. 

Tfcere Isn't a doubt that Canada 
would quickly reciprocate. The policy 
that has so nearly strangled the giant 
to the south of ue is simply suicidal 
here. With our small, thinly scat¬ 
tered population and abundance of 
row material our choice la between 
buying, selling and being prosperous 
or stagnation and reversion to bar¬ 
barism.

Five hundred snd fifteen esses, 
which otherwise would hsve been 
excluded, benefited from thst change 
in tbe War Veterans' Allowance Act 
giving power to the board to award 
allowances in the case of applicant* 
who have attained the age of flfty- 
flv# years, although not considered 
permanently unemployable by rea¬ 
son of physical or mental disability 

Another clause in the amended act 
that has been welcomed provides 
that In the ease of hospitalisation at 
the expenoe of the department, par¬ 
tial allowances may be paid to de¬ 
pendents. This amendment has been 
of great aaaletanee ae in the cam of 
practically all married veterans the 
board has ordered that pan of the 
allowance be continued to the wife. 

F»w have benefited from tbe elauee 
in the amended act providing that 
partial allowances for dependents 
may be paid for not mare than twelve 
months when the epplleant la a 
prisoner undergoing punishment The 
reason for this le thst the majority of 
thorn responsible for Infractions of 
the law are tingle rc-service men 

Two hundred snd twenty-three 
, cases have bean beneficially adjusted 
as a result of Amendments to tbe 
pension Act. calling for the pension 
to remain on a "married" basis, fol¬ 
lowing the death of the wife or pen¬ 
sioner. when there are minor chil¬ 
dren.

Her tiusband 
went upstairs, snd a little later when 
she went into his bedroom she found 
him shot.

The modern system, he explained, 
was six years In elementary school.!

In senior high school - The Victoria j 
plan was eight years in elementary 1 
and four In high school. 

Dr. Weir quoted statistics showing 
thst In 1934 the cost per pupil per 
year of Victoria schools waa $80 94: 
la Vancouver $63 44. and for the 
province as a whole. 867 88. 

Victoria had 14 39 per cent of Its 
population attending school and 
Vancouver had 18 13 per cent, but 
the school tax levies were about the 
same: 3* 37 per cent of the total In 
Vancouver and 36 60 per cent In 
Victoria.

March 5—The 
Australian Commonwealth will pass 
on two proposed* emend menu to 1U 
constitution tomorrow, and. In- 
cldenUUy. give a pre-election teat to 
the government headed by Prime 
Minister J. A. Lyons. 

Opposition to the proposals, already 
approved by Parliament, has arisen 
from group* holding the constitution 
to be sacrosanct. If tht electorate 
also approves, the changes would op**n 
the way to federal reguUtton of inter¬ 
state marketing and air transport. 

The constitution now stipulates free 
trade between the states, whereas this 
emend men t would permit Parliament I 
to prohibit passage of certain goods 
serose state borders. 

While the government's search for 
adequate market control has been 
approved generally, administration 
opponents have asserted the amend¬ 
ment would be a potential means of 
supplanting free trade wltf» a system 
of protection for the prod%r without 
regard to the consumer. • 

The Opposition has contended that 
such power should belong to the 
states—not the federal government..

ther. It was. however, for the com¬ 
mittee to decide. 

"The amendment should clarify 
the whole matter." said C. E Both- 
well. Liberal. Swift Current. Saak. 
"There is no object in carrying 
through past liabilities year by year.** 
OYF.R WHOLE FIELD 

Mr. Howe explained the appendix 
was to Include all grants and assis¬ 
tance given to all railways, and to 
show how that assistance was dealt tj 
with. 

“The whole purpose of the bill 1* 
to set our house in order for the 
benefit of the public." Mr. How* 
stated Inclusion of the appendix In 
the C.N.R. accounts would give the 
impreeslon there were some con¬ 
cealed liabilities. 

On motion of Mr. Both well, th* 
committee decided the appendix

In addition to removing the dupli¬ 
cation. the bill is to eliminate from
